One of the most important features

The organiza- 
tion was effected in 1855 and- has been 
held intact ever since, having, round- 
ed out sixty-nine years of continuous 
service. The United States Marine 
hand at Washington is the only other 


Brigade band. 
This band saw service in the Civil 


war first as the official regimental 
band of the 5th Virginia Regiment. 
The band was promoted to the ranx 
of a brigade band at Camp Winder 
after the first battle of Manassas and 
was the official band for the Stone- 
wall Jackson Brigade. The order for 
the promotion was drafted by Captain 
James Bumgardner a prominent at- 
torney late of Staunton. 
After the surrender of the Confed- 


erate army at Appomattox. General 
) Grant issued an order allowing the 
band to retain all of their musical in- 
struments and they are still being kept 
m the band'hall at Staunton as once- 
less memoirs of that gigantic struggle 
for supremacy between the North and 
South.

Meagre reports earlier'to- 
day from Morehead City and other 
towns indicated that the worst dam- 
age on the island had been the meet- 
ing of the waters of the sound and 
ocean on the island. Persons familiar 
with the Ocracoke section declared 
that this was not unusual when storms 
struck the coast.

AFTER the evacuation of Rich- 
/\ mond the archives of the Con- 
federacy were removed to Danville. 
Here the memorial mansion, shown 
above, was used as the last capitol of 
President Jefferson Davis. 
Danville is now one of the leading 
industrial centers of the state. It is 
the largest loose leaf tobacco market 
in the country, an important source 
of cotton goods, and the site of many 
other minor industries. 
The motorist on tour will be grateful 
to Danville for its splendid system of 
improved roads radiating for many 
miles around the city. These form a 
much needed link in the chain of 
good roads from northern Virginia 
to the Carolines. 


In the course of an extended tour you 
are bound to notice variations in the 
price of gasoline and to wonder why. 
There are many causes. First and fore- 
most, the cost of crude oil—the raw 
material of gasoline. Crude from vari- 
ous parts of the country sells for 70 
cents to $4.00 a barrel* Some crude 
is brought 300 miles to the refinery, 
some 3,000, with a corresponding dif- 
ference in the cost of handling. Some 
gasoline is sold where it is refined.
